The Dominion government will 
bear all the cost of food, general 
maintenance and work clothing for 
the men,and all other administrative 
costs, including material, will be 
borne by the province. 

Important details of the scheme 
have still to be worked out, including 
the extent to which work eamps 
outside the cities can be established, 
and the extent to which mass: feeding 
in the cities can be undertaken, as 
an alternative.
